3 called diuine leruice:the fyꝛſt oʒiginall and grounde whereof,if 
a man woulde ſearche out by the aunciente fathers, he ſhall finde that 
the lame was not oꝛdeyned, but of a good purpoſe, and koꝛ a great ad⸗ 
uauncemente of godlynes: Foz they lo oꝛdered the matter that all the 
whole Bible(o2 the greateſt parte thereof) chould be read ouer once in 
the yeare:intendyng thereby.that the Cleargte.and ſpectally ſuche as 
were Miniſters of the congregation, ſbould (by olten readyng and me 
ditation of Goddes woꝛde) be ſtirred vp to godlines them ſelues, and 
be moꝛe able allo to exhoꝛt other by wholſome doctrine, and to conkute 
them that were aduerſaries to the truth. And kurther⸗ that the people 
(by daily hearyng of holy ſcripture read in the church) hould continu⸗ 
allpe pzoftte moꝛe and moꝛe in the knowledge of God, and be the moꝛe 
inflamed wyth the loue of hys true religion. But theſe manye peares 
paſſed.this godly and decente oꝛder ofthe auncient fathers hath be ſo 
altered, bꝛoken and neglected by plantyng in vntertein ſtones, Legen 
des ⸗Kelpondes⸗Uerſes . vame repititions, Commemoꝛations and St 
nodalles, that cõmonly when any boke ofthe Bible was begon: befoze 
thzee oz foure Chapiters were read out, a the reſt were vnread. And 
in this lozte⸗the boke of Eſaie was begon in Aduente and the booke of 
Geneſis, in Deptuageſuna: but they were only begon and neuer read 
thoꝛow. After a like ſoꝛt were other bokes of holy ſcripture vſed. And 
moꝛeouer, where as S. Paule would haue ſuche language ſpokento 
the people in the churche as they might vnderſtande and haue pꝛokite 
by hearyng the ſame: the leruice in this Church ol England thele ma 
nye peares ) hath bene read in Latin to the people, which they vnd er⸗ 
ſtode not. ſo that they haue heard with their eares only: and their her 
tes, ſpirite and mynd e. haue not bene edifyed therebye. And further⸗ 
moze, notwithſtanding that þ auncient fathers had deuided the Pſal- 
mes into ſeuẽ poꝛtions:wherot euery one was called a nocturne:now 
ol late tyme a fewe of them haue bene dailpe ſayed (and ofte repeated) 
and the reſt vtterlye omitted. Moꝛeouer, the nomber and hardnes of 
the rules called the pie and the manifolde chaunginges of the leruice. 
was the caule, that to turne the boke onlye, was lo hard and intricate 
matter. that many times. there was more buſines to kynde out what 
{ould be read, then to reade it when it was founde out. 
Theſe inconueniences therefoꝛe conſidered! here is ſet kurth luche 
an oꝛd er, wherby the ſame thall be red2eſſed. And foꝛa readines in this 
matter, here is dꝛawẽ out a Kalendar foꝛ that purpoſe, which is plaine 
and ealpe to be vnderſtanded, wherein (ſo muche as mape be) the rea⸗ 
ding of holy ſcripture is ſo let furth, þ all thinges hal be done in oꝛder 
without bꝛeaking one ptececheroffr5 another. Foꝛ this cauſe be cut of

So there 
ſtode a veſfell by full of vineger: therefoze they kylled a ſponge with v1- 
neger and wound it about with Jlope and put it to his mouth. Alone 
as Jelus then rereined ofthe vineger he ſaid it is inuſhed, and bowed 
his head, and gaue vp the ghoft, The Jewes therefoze, becaule it was 
the pꝛeparynge ofthe Sabaoth that the bodyes (houlde not remapne 
vpon the croſſe on the Sabaoth dapetfoꝛ that Sabaoth daye.was an 
hye day) beſought Palate, that their legges might be bꝛoken and that 
they myght be taken downe.

WY Alhaue had their begynnyng by thynſtitution of man 
Some at the fpꝛſte were of Godlie intent and pur 
Apole deuiled, and pet at lengthe tourned to vanitie 
land luperſtption: Some entred into the Churche, 
by vndiſcrete deuotio.and ſuch azcale as was with 
a oute knowledge, and becauſe they were winked at 
in the begynnynge. they grew daily to moꝛe and moze abuſes,whiche 
not onelp foz their vnpꝛofitableneg but alſo becauſe they haue muche 
blynded the people. and obſcured the glozye of God ar e woꝛthye to be 
cut awaye.and cleane reiected. Other chere be, whiche although they 
haue dene deuiſed by man: vet it is thought good to reſerue them 
as well foꝛ a decente oꝛdꝛe in the Churche (foz the whiche they were 
kyꝛſt? deuiſed) as becauſe they pertaine to edilicatian: here bnto all 
thynges done in the Churche(as the Apoltle teacheth) ought to be res 
ferred. Ind although the kepyn ze oz omyttpnge of a ceremonie (in ie 
ſelfe conlidered / is but a (mall thpnge: pet the wylllull and contemps 2: 
tuous tranſgreſſion,. and bzeakyug ofa common o2der , and diſcipline, 
is no ſmall offence befoze & od. Let all thinges be doone emonge you 
(ſaith ſamcte aule ) in aſemeipe and due oꝛder. The app ointmente of 
the which oꝛder perteineth not to pꝛiuate men: Therefozeno manne 
ought to take in hande noꝛ pzeſume to appoint oz alter any publike oz 
common oꝛder in Chꝛiſtes churche.excepte he be lawkullye called and 
autozized therunto. And where as in this our time the mindes of men 
be ſo diuerſe, p ſome thynkeit a great matter of conſctence.to departe 
from a ppece ok the leaſte of thepz Ceremonies (the be ſo addicted to 
their olde cuſtomes) and agayne on the other lide, ſome be ſo new fans 
gle. that they would innouate all thinge, and ſo do deſpiſe the old that 
nothynge can lyke them but that is new: It was thought expediente 
not ſo muche to haue reſpecte how to pleaſe and ſatilfie either of theſe 
parties as how to pleaſe god. and pꝛofyte them hothe. And yet leaſt a⸗ 
ny man ſbonld be offended ( whome good realon might ſatiſtie)here be 
certeine cauſes rendered, why ſome of the accuſtomed ceremonies be 


vut awape and ſome be retapned and kept ſtyll.

they were growen to luche a noumbꝛe that thetate of Chriſtian peo» 
ple was in wozls caſe (concerning that matter) then were the Jewes. 
And he counſailed that ſuch pocke and burden ſhould be taken awaye 
ag tyme woulde ſerue quietlye to do it. But what wos elde ſainct Aus 
guſtine haue ſaid if he had ſeene the Ceremonies of late dates vſed a⸗ 
monge vs ⸗whereunto the multitude vled in his tyme, was not to be 
compared. This our ecceſiue multitude of Teremonies, was ſo great 
and many gem ſo darke.thar they did moꝛe confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet fourthe Chꝛiſtes benefites vato vs. And beſides 
this,Chuites Goſpell is not aceremomall law, as muche of Moiles 
law was; but it is a religion to ſerue God, not in bondage ofthe figure 
oꝛſhadowe but in the fredome okſpirite bepnge contente onely with 
tyoſe ceremonies which do ſerue to a decente oꝛder and godlye diſci⸗ 
pline, and ſuche as be apte to ſtyꝛre vo the dull mynde ok manne,to the 
remembꝛaunce ofhts dutie to od by ſome notable and ſpeciall ligm⸗ 
kication, whereby he myghte be edified, 


C further noꝛe the mot weighty cauſe of the aboliſchmente of cer 
teine ceremon es waz that they were C3 far abuſed. partlye by the lu⸗ 
perſtittous blindenes of the rude and vnlearned. and partelpe by the 
vnlaciable auarice ot ſuche as foughre mote their owne lncre.thenthe is 
glozy of god:that the abuſes coulde not wel be taken awap the thinge 6 
rematnyng ſtill. But now as concerning thole perſons,whiche parad⸗ 
uenture will be offended.foz that ſome of the olde Ceremonies are re 
tained ſtill. it they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it :s notte 
poſſtble tokeepe any oꝛder oꝛ qutete diſcipline in the churche:they (Lal 
eaſely perceme iuſt tauſe.to refozme their tudgomentes, And if they 
thinke muche, that any ot the olde do remamne and would rather haue 
all deuiſed a new then ſuche men(graunting ſome Ceremonies conue 
niente to be had) ſurelpe where the olde may be well vſed, there they 
canne not reaſonably repꝛoue the olde(onelpe fo2 thepꝛ age) boithoute 
bewza:pn 3e of their ownefolye, Foz in luche a caſe they oughte ra⸗ 
ther to haue reuerence vnto theym koꝛ they; antiquitie, if they wyll 
declare theym ſelues to bee moꝛe ſtudious of vnitpe and concozde. 
then of innouattons and newe kangieneſſe, whiche as muche as maye 
bee with the trewe lettynge fourthe of Chꝛiſtes religion; is alwayes 
to bee eſchewed. 


Furthermoꝛe ſuch hall haue no iuſt caule with the Ceremonies reſer- 
ued, to be offended:foz as thoſe be taken atvape whiche were moſt abu 
ſed.and did burden mennes conſctences withoute anye cauſe: So the, : 
other that remapne,are retayned foꝛ a diſcipline and ozder,whiche vp = - 
oniuſte cauſes.mapye be altered and chaunged.and therefoze are notte 
to bee eſtemed eguall with Goddes lawe.

And moꝛeauer they be neither dark e noꝛ dumme ceremonies but ars 
ſo ſet fourth .that euery man may vnd erſtand what they do mean, and 
to what vle they do ſerue.

And in theſe all oure 
dopnges wee tondempne no other nations, noꝛ pꝛeſcribe any thynge,
